Seat Belt Stats Available 


To the Romulus community: 

This month, | received the "Safety 
Belt Use in Wayne County" report, com- 
pleted by the University of Michigan 
Transportation Research Institute. The 
report's information was obtained by the 
direct observation of safety-belt use in 
six communities: Romulus, Brownstown 
Township, Taylor, Livonia, Dearborn, and 
Detroit. Allare communities that partici- 
pate in the "Drive Michigan Safely" grant 
program. 

The study reports that Romulus has 
the highest shoulder-belt usage of the 
six communities in the grant program, 
but all six fall below the state average of 
82%. The report breaks down the use of 
Safety belts in numerous categories. | 
have listed some of the significant fig- 
ures below. If anyone is interested in 
further details, the study is available for 
review. (All figures refer to all of Wayne 
County, unless otherwise noted.)

well, the district's social-studies con- 
sultant; Shellie Moore, the elementary- 
level strand leader; Don Foley, the sec- 
ondary strand leader;and Dan McCabe, 
department head for Romulus Middle 
School, the department gave a presen- 
tation that was heavily child-centered. 
"Elementary students from 2000— 
2001 Michigan Golden Apple Award 
winner Merriman Elementary School 
explained each of the so-called Core 
Democratic Values that are taught in our 
schools," stated Dick Kruse, spokes- 
person for the district. "These funda- 
mental principles and beliefs found in 
the Declaration of Independence, the 
United States Constitution, and other 
significant documents include 'the com- 
mon good,’ ‘individual rights,’ ‘popular 
sovereignty and justice,’ ‘truth,’ ‘life,’ 
‘diversity and equality,’ ‘liberty,’ 'the pur- 
suit of happiness,’ and ‘patriotism.'" 





Students from the district's second- 
ary-level schools gave examples of some 
of their recent class projects. For ‘in- 


‘stance, eighth-graders from McCabe's 


class actually develop their own govern- 


ment, elect officials, and conduct busi- 


ness on a fictional island. McCabe re- 
ported that this gives the students a real 
feel for civic duty, responsibility, and 
involvement. 

The Social Studies Department con- 
cluded its presentation with an overview 
ofthe challenges presented by the social- 
Studies portion of the Michigan Educa- 
tional Assessment Program (MEAP) and 
its upcoming emphasis on economics. 

"Fewer than two percent of Michi- 
gan students exceed the state expecta- 
tions in this difficult examination," Kruse 
explained. "Although social studies cur- 
rently does not count on the MEAP 
scholarship tests and is not used in 
determining the winners of the state's 
Golden Apple Awards, the department 
leaders expect eventual inclusion in 
these areas," he concluded. O

3. Wash the raisins, drain, and 
place them in a small, dry saucepan 
over high heat. Parch briefly. The rai- 
sins will soon soften. Warming them 
brings out their natural sweetness. 

4.Combine the vinaigrette dress- 
ing ingredients and blend them well 
with a whisk or egg beater. 

5. Combine the Chinese cabbage, 
apple, andraisins andtoss well. Trans- 
fer to a serving dish and pour on the 
dressing. O
